As  we  approached  Havana  the  coast  line 
rose  from  the  sea,  and  dark  hills  shadowed 
the  picture,  on  the  foreground  of  which 
stood  the  Spanish  city,  the  capital  of  the 
Queen  of  the  Antilles.  It  was  a  beautiful 
morning,  the  sky  cloudless,  the  air  balmy 
The  Tower  af  Moro  Castle  first  caught  the 
rays  of  the  rising  sun.  The  hills  were  cov¬ 
ered  with  green  vegeUtion  ;  the  pulm  tree 
gracefully  waves  iU  crown,  aud  the  flowers, 
peeping  her*  and  there  ftom  half  opened 
enclo-rires,  told  of  a  tropical  clime,  and 
seenud  to  welcome  ns  to  the  island.  Near¬ 
ly  four  hundred  years  ago,  Christopher  Co¬ 
lumbus,  its  discoverer,  gated  upon  with 
almost  parental  afiection,  and  exclaimed, 
“  So  beautiful  a  country  eyes  have  never 
seen.  ’  It  ia  beautiful  still. 

We  had  scarcely  passed  under  the  gnns 
of  the  castle  into  the  broad  bay  before  our 
steamer  came  to  anchor,  and  we  wore  left 
a  mile  or  more  from  the  landing.

and.  The  British  steamer  Corsica,  for 
Vera  Crux,  entered  the  bay  a  few  minutes 
after  our  ship,  and  we  requested  that  our 
trunks  might  bo  transferred  directly  to  it 
as  we  intended  to  take  passage  immediate 
ly.  But  the  officer*  of  the  port  refused, 
and  would  not  allow  any  trunk  to  pass 
except  through  the  Custom  House ;  and 
when  examined  there  they  refhsed  to  allow 
them  to  remain  in  the  Custom  House,  a 
few  hours,  or  to  permit  them  to  be  shipped 
to  the  British  steamer,  because  it  had  not 
yet  been  officially  visited.  I  learned  after¬ 
ward,  front  the  officers  or  the  steamer,  that 
they  were  not  visited  until  about  twelve 
o’clock,  because  the  port  dignitaries  could 
not  l>e  disturbed  in  their  breakfast  hours. 
Here  is  a  city  of  200,000  or  23  ,  000  inhabi¬ 
tants,  with  so  immense  trade,  with  more 
than  two  centuries  of  years,  without  a 
wharf  at  which  passengers  may  be  Inndcd, 
ui  l  *  i  restricted  by  it#  officials  as  toosuae 
.tri-it  inconvenience,  merely  to  «»cnri  a 
few  lees,  or  to  excuse  theia  indolence. 
Passports  are  strictly  required,  but  the 
great  object  appears  to  be,  not  to  protect 
the  country,  but  to  make  money.  1  and 
my  company  had  licen  so  unfortunate 
as  to  be  without  passports  at  New  Or¬ 
leans  but  by  the  kindness  of  Governor 
Kellogg  we  obtai'  od  a  certificate  oi  notion 
aliiy  under  the  seal  of  the  State.  This 
proved  amply  sufficient,  a*  it  gave  the 
Spanish  consul  an  opportunity  not  to 
vis  •  it.  but  to  attest  its  genuineness,  for 
which  he  charged,  in  gold,  seven  dollars 
«od  twenty  cents  esch  to  three  of  us,  and 
then  the  officer  in  Havana  charged  for  its 
approval  three  dollars  and  twenty-five 
cents  more — to  give  us  the  privilege  of 
stopping  for  one  day  on  Cuban  soil. 

We  tound  pleasant  lodgings  at  the  Hotel 
Cubans,  kept  by  Mr.  Beman.  formerly  ol 
Tennc-wee.  and  had  to  visit  a  few  placet  of 
interest.  The  walls  of  the  old  city  have 
been  chiefly  removed,  snd  large  and  l<eau 
tiful-snburbs  have  been  added.  Seven 
years  ago  I  spent  several  weeks  in  the  city 
and  adjacent  country  with  an  Invalid  son. 
who  vainly  sought  restoration  to  health. 
Since  that  period  the  change  has  been 
great  and  the  buildings  more  recently  erec¬ 
ted  sre  of  better  architecture.  Wide  streets 
or  paseos  furnish  an  excellent  drive  to  the 
botanical  gardens,  where  is  s  large  codec 
tion  of  flowers,  shrubs  and  trees,  among 
which  the  royal  palm,  with  its  tail  ana 
branchless  trunk  snd  its  umbrella  shaped 
crown  of  leave*,  is  pecaliarly  conspicuous. 
A  large  red  flower  called  mar  paciflco,  a 
species  of  hibiscus,  contrasted  finely  with 
the  deep  green  of  the  foliage.  A  view 
from  the  summit  of  the  hill  west  of  the 
city,  snd  on  which  large  barracks  are  Iocs- 
tod,  was,  at  the  hour  of  sunset,  both  de¬ 
lightful  sod  magnificent 

Around  tlto  governor's  square,  and  tome 
streets,  the  Indian  laurel  tnakee  4  dense 
shade,  and  is  trimmed  in  various  form*,  as 
taste  may  dictate.  Every  where  the  city 
wears  a  martini  aspect.  On  the  men  of 
war  in  the  harbor  squads  of  mar i nee  were 
under  drill,  m  vsail  Oa  in  small  coasting 
vessels.  The  fortifications  bristled  with 
guns  as  well  as  men ;  snd  on  the  streets  you 
meet  soldiers  almost  every  where.  Of  the 
rebellion  I  heard  but  little.  People  speak 
with  great  caution,  but  I  learned  that  e 
large  proportion  of  the  native  population 
sympathise  with  Ik  Of  course  they  ennnot 
be  trustod  in  any  eevt-re  conflict.  It  Is 
said  that  the  Captain  General  has  tele¬ 
graphed  for  fourteen  thousand  more  troops 
What  shall  be  the  end  no  one  can  tell 
Five  years  the  war  has  lasted  The  insur¬ 
gents,  I  am  informed,  control  about  one- 
fourth  jf  the  ielsnd;  snd,  partly  by  war, 
but  perhttpi  more  through  discease,  Spain 
has  lost  about  eighty  thousand  men, 

So  far  as  I  could  learn,  there  is  no  well- 
established  Protestant  church  on  the  is¬ 
land.  An  Epiaonpal  minister  line  preach¬ 
ed  to  a  smell  number  of  English  anti  Amsr 
icons  In  Havana,  but  no  effort  has  been 
made  to  apeak  to  the  Spanish  population. 
Until  recently  them  has  been  no  possibili¬ 
ty  of  doing  so,  as  there  aras  no  toleration 
until  the  old  monarchy  was  overthrown 
Tha  Jesuits  leaving  Europe  have  congrega 
ted  here,  and  keeps  wmtrfifnl  eye  especial 
ly  on  efforts  at  education,  snd  have  succeed¬ 
ed  in  preventing  the  encreee  of  any  Pent 
■slant  teacher*.  Unless  lately  established, 
there  are  no  Bandsy- school*  in  the  city  nr 
on  the  island,  and  the  young  men  grow  up 
either  Indifferent  or  infidel.  The  womoft. 
however,  are  trained  in  tha  schools  by  the 
ehtera,  and  at  the  confessional  by  the 
prisms,  to  bs  bigoted,  if  not  devotod  Cath¬ 
olics.  American  Christians  have  too  long 
neglected  theHpoaiah  people  at  their  door*
